in  the  drifted  and  mod  literal  fenfe  of  the  words; 
as  it  is  in  the  figurative  or  moral  meaning,  name  j; 
ly,  in  reminding  us  of  the  fhortnefs  and  uncertain-, 
ty  of  human  life,  or  in  other,  words,  that  it  is  a: 
true  and  demonstrable  in  natural  philofophy,  as  i\ 
is  agreeable  to  found  theology,  and  to  the  doftrine;, 
of  our  mod  holy  church. 

But  as  all  philofophy  is  vain  and  unprofitable s 
that  does  not  lead  us  from  the  fpeculative  views  o 
things vifi'ble  and  temporal,  to  the  cordial  and  ef¬ 
fectual  belief  and  contemplation  of  thofe  things 
which  are  invifible  and  eternal,— I  will  endeavou:

and  which,  when  this  mortal  hulk,  or  covering, 
dies,  or  drops  off,  fhall  be  the  glorious  incorrupt- 
able  body  !  the  inner-garment  or  the  foul !  which 
fhallexift  with  it  for  ever  and  ever,  and  which  is  fo 
beautifully  and  io  philofophically  defcribed  by  St, 
Paul !  in  Chap.  xv.  of  his  epiftle  to  the  Corinthi¬ 
ans.  “It  is  fawn  a  natural  body,  it  is  raifed  a fpi¬ 
ritual  body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there 
is  a  fpiritual  body,  ver.  44  For  this  corruptible 
mud  put  on  in  corruption,  and  this  mortal  mud

words,  you  will  already  have  perceived,  that  re¬ 
commending  thefe  modes  of  living  in  regard  to  eat¬ 
ing,  drinking,  and  communications,  which  are  the 
^moft  effectual  in  producing  uninterrupted  health, 
long  life,  and  happinels  ^—explaining  the  nature, 
land  the  refurredlion  of  the  natural  and  of  the  fpi» 
\fitual  body, —and  the  immortality  ofthefotil  1  iha.ll 
be  the  fubjedlsof  this  Difcourfe  ^-.Jubje^i  o{  all 
others,  without  exception,  the  moil  curious,  the

temporal,  and  to  our  eternal  well-being*  and  de-  i 
mandi ng,  therefore,  our  moil  ferious  attention.

fay,  the  Holy  Scriptures  contain  all  that  is  necef-:

pointed  out*  and  enforced  b.y  examples  :  Be  that, 
my  prefent  talk*  as  far  as  it  concerns  our  Text*  and: 
what  may  be  deduced  from  it;  and  from  the  words: 
being  repeated  by  St.  Peter*  in  chap,  i.  ofhis.firftj 
general  epifde,  wherein  he  faith,  SCA11  Qefh  isgrafsj 
and  all  the  glory  of  man  a£  the  dower  of  grafs.” 

As  the  manner,  mv  dear  Brethren  !  in  which  f  i 
'propofe  through  Divine  afliftance*  to  treat-  thefej 
abflrufe  fubjefts  is  intirely  new*— as  I  fhall  be  com-: 
pelled  to  attempt  to  remove  ftubborn  prejudices* 
and  to  combat  habits  of  acting  and  of  thinking,  j 
which  many  thoufand  years  have  rooted*  and  tranf-. 
formed  into  what  is  properly  and  emphatically 
called  a  fecond  nature;— and  finally*  As  I  havei 
not  been  accuftorned  to  public  mecaphyfical  or 
theological  fpeaking*  I  feel  myfelf*  by  thefe  va¬ 
rious  and  cogent  reafons*  under  the  neceflity  of 
imploring  a  double  portion  of  Divine  light  and 
$id*  and  of  intreating  your  utnooll  indulgence*  youi

molt  candid  and  mofl  Chriftian  interpretations. 

Firft,  then,  by  the  term  Grass  in  my  text,  and 
indeed  wherever  elfe  we  meet  with  it  in  holy  writ, 
we  nrsuft  understand,  not  only  the  various  Ipecies 
of  grafs,  but  alfo,  in  general,  all  the  herbs,  the 
plants,  and  the  other  vegetable  fubftances  that 
grow  and  Spring  out  of  the  earth,  either  fponta- 
neoufly,  or  that  are  cultivated  by  the  art  and  indu- 
ftry  of  man  ;  and  that  it  hath  that  interpretation, 
I  prove  thus  :  In  <}enefis,chap.  i.  ver.  io,  where 
it  is  declared,  ccGod  laid,  let  the  earth  bring  forth 
Grafs.  It  is  immediately  explained  in  the  very  next 
words  to  mean,  4Cthe  herb  yielding  feed,  and  the 
fruit  tree  yielding  fruit  fo  that  it  is  not  confined 
to  what  we  now  underftand  by  the, word  Grafs ,  but 
includes  every  part  of  the  vegetable  fyfeern  :  and 
indeed  throughout  the  whole  ot  the  Old  Teftament, 
the  Hebrew  word  rendered  Grafs  properly  means, 
whatever  is  newly  fprungup  and  fprouteth  out  of 
the  ground:* — So  alfo,  in.  the  New  Teflament, 
Matthew,  chap,  vi,  yer.  30.  the  Grafs  of  the  field 
in  the  original,  fignifies  any  thing  growing  in  a 
field  or  garden.  The  generical  word  is  farther  re- 
{trained  by  the  context,  and  referred  in  ver fe  28 
of  that  chap,  flowers — -namely,  the  li Hies  of  the 
field  ;  and  again,  the  word  Grafs  is  ufed  for  the 
fruits  of  the  earth,  of  all  forts,  in  the  Revelations 
of  St  John,  chap.  viii.  ver.  7.  Now  I  venture  po~ 
fitively  to  affirm,  that  this  vifible,  material,  pon¬ 
derous  body,  with  which  we  are  at  prefen t  doath-. 
sd, — which,  at  our  will,  we  move  about  from 
place  to  place,  a*n d  which  is  moulded,  bounded. 


©r  ©tit-lined,  by  the  invifible,  ftaminal,  incorrup¬ 
tible  body,  of  which  I  iloall  hereafter  fpeak,  was 
once  actually,  every  part  of  it,  green  grafs,  and 
other  vegetables,  growing  viiibly  in  the  gardens, 
fields,  meadows,  or  mountains. 

No  one  can  deny,  but  fthat  all  mankind  are  fed 
and  nourished  through  life,  from  their  earlieft  in¬ 
fancy,  and  even  while  they  are  mere  embryos,  in¬ 
vifible  germs  in  their  mother’s  womb,  with  water, 
milk,  bread,  grains,  roots,  herbs,  and  fruits,' of 
various  flavours,  colours,  and  qualities,— with  the 
fermented  juice  of  grapes,  pears,  apples,  &c.  or  j 
with  fermented  infufions  of  rice,  barley,  and  of  ! 
other  farinacious  and  facharine  vegetables; — all 
of  which  have,  like  grafs,  fpru'ng  out  of  the  earth  :  j 
and  that  even  the  flefh  of  all  four-footed  animals,  j 
—of  the  fowls,  and  of  the  fillies,  which  are  fo  u-  - 
niverfally,  and  to  the  eafe,  and  health  of  mankind,  j 
fo  fatally  eaten,  has  been  produced  by  the  grafs, 
grain,  and  other  vegetables  upon  which  they  have  j 
fed fo  that  the  very  flefli,  blood,  and  juices,  which  : 
you  now  cd\\ yours  y  have  not  been  long  fo,  but  did  : 
a6t u ally  belong  once  to  the  iheep,to  the  ox,  and  j 
to  the  hog,  before  it  became  part  of you;  and  leal-  j 
ly  circulated  in  their  veffels,  and  cl  oat  lied  their  i 
bones ,  before  it  was  afilmilated  by  your  digeftive 
powers,  and  modeled  by  your  organical  moulds,  I 
to  cover  yours. 

But  our  juices,  and  all,  even  the  moil  folid  parts 
of  which  our  bones  and  bodies  are  compoled,  are  by 
the  unerring  and  incomprehcnflble  chymiftry,  and 
rnoft  wonderful  operations  of  Nature,,  continually 

flying 
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flying  off  both  fenfibly  and  infenfibly.  A  coftfi- 
derable  weight  of  matter  has  fenfibly  evaporated, 
or  infenfibly  flown  off  from  my  fyftem,  fince  I 
began  to  fpeak  to  you  ;  and  this  is  fo  continually, 
and  fo  very  confiderably  the  cafe,  and  we  are  io 
totally  renewed  or  changed  by  the  frefli  acCefiions, 
and  affimilations  of  new  matter  and  nouriihment, 
that  we  may  be  truly  faid  to  have  an  entire  new 
body  (caff  in  the  original  mould)  every  few  years. 
However  humiliating  it  may  be,  I  can  affure 
you,  my  Friends  !  that  (if  you  eat  hogs  fleffi)  part 
of  you  has  once  wallowed  in  the  mire  with  the  fwine. 
Yes,  part  of  you ,  perhaps,  a  great  part  of  each 
of  your  bodies,  has  once  wallowed  like  a  hog  in 
the  mire,— been  hunted,  torn,  and  tormented  in 
the  form  of  a  bounding  ftag,  or  timid  hare,  by  dogs 
trained  to  blood,  by  trill  more  bloody  and  feroci¬ 
ous  men  or,  it  has  winged  its  airy  way  in  the 
body  of  an  innocent  dove,  or  of  a  once  happy  par¬ 
tridge  — for,  of  what  are  there  good  creatures  of 
God  made,  or  by  what  lupported,  but  by  grafs, 
herbage,  and  corn  5  And  even  the  filh,  whether 
a  or  river,  which  you  fo  plentifully,  yet  fo  igno¬ 


rantly  and  fo  fatally  devour,  are  all,  in  their  ori¬ 
ginal,  a  kind  of  grafs  like  wife  For  have  they 

not  been  fed,  partly  by  lea  Gr  river  weeds,  and 
partly  by  devouring  Idler  fifh,  whofe  primary  and 
natural  nourifhment  was  from  the  unknown  and 
innumerable  vegetable  productions, which  abound 
in  the  watery  world  !  —In  fhort,  whether  you 
have  eaten  the  more  wholfome  vegetable  proauc- 
the  fields  or  garden;  or  bread,  water, 

milk. 


tions  of 
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milk,  butter,  or  cheefe ;  or  whether  you  .have 
fowed  the  feeds  of  horrors,  of  difeafes,  of  corrup¬ 
tions,  and  of  premature,  painful,  and  inevitable 
death,  making  a  charnel-  houfe,— a  Pandora’s 
box,— a  corruption  bag  of  your  body,  by  murder¬ 
ing  and  devouring  the  inflamed*  maddened,  cor¬ 
rupting, and  often  difeafed  cafcaffes  of  the  inno¬ 
cent  lamb,  and  of  the  gentle  flieep,  that  peaceful¬ 
ly  cropt  the  tender  grafs,  or  bronze  on  the  budd¬ 
ing  herbage — whether  you  have  dallied  out  the 
brains,  fpik  the  innocent  blood,  and  gorged  with 
the  fkfh  of  the  (lately  ox  or  bull,  rendered  furi¬ 
ous,  nay  mad  by  yoUr  cruelty,  but  who  would 
peaceably  have  tilled  the  ground  to  raife  up  corn 
in  abundance  for  you,  and  for  themfelves;— or 
(laughtered  the  balmy  cow,  who  generoufly  and 
joyfully,  bellowed  upon  you  deluges  of  neftarious 
milk,  and  butter  and  cheefe  whether,  I  fay  yeti 
cram  with  the  fiefh,  with  the  fat,  or  the  entrails  of 
the  fwine,  that  unnaturally  devoured  its  own 
young,  wallowed  in  the  mire,  and  feafled  on  filth 
and  ordure  or  whether  you  fhot,  dabbed,  or  ; 
fir  angled  the  innocent  and  harmonious  fowls  of 
the  air,  or  the  more  domeftic  ones  that  feed  from  j 
your  hand  j— dill,  all  thefe  things  that  i  have  e- 1 
numerated  may  properly  be  called,  in  the  true 
and  exteniive  meaning  of  the  term,  Grafs;  and  they : 
at  the  fame  time,  demonftrate  that  mankind,  with  t 
all  the  powers  of  being  comparatively  Angels,  nay,  j 
guardian  and  directing  gods  on  earth,  have  dege-  j 
iterated  from  that  purity  and  innocency,  and  con-; 
fequently  from  that  happinefs,  in  which  they  ori¬ 
ginally 


;  gin  ally  were  created,  and  are  become  the  univer- 
fai  tormentors  and  murderers,  not  only  of  every 
creature  that  has  life  in  the  air,  on  the  earth,  and 
in  the  waters,  but  a-lfo  of  his  own  fpecies.  Man 
:  dreading  the  afpedb  of  man and  every  creature 
naturally  dying  with  horror  from  his  tirft  appear¬ 
ance,  and  quivering  and  crouching  with  apprehen- 
■  fion  when  in  his  ail-tormenting  and  all-murder- 
inn  prefence. 

This,  rny  Friends !  is  what  1  imderftand  by 
the  fall  of  man.  It  was  this  that  brought  fm,  and 
difeafes,  and  all  our  woe,  and  perhaps  death  itfelf^ 
into  the  world.  The  ferpent  did  not;  I  prefume, 
tempt  Eve  to  pluck  and  to  eat  literally  an  apple; 
but  to  the  carnal  knowledge  of  Adam,  or  to  kill, 
I  and  eat  feme  fair  innocent  animal :  For  as  there 


is  the  iiridteft  analogy  between  the  ftrudlure, 
organization,  and  functions  of  vegetable  and  of 
animal  bodies,  an  animal  might,  without  a  fi¬ 
gure  of  fpeech,  be  called  the  tree  of  knowledge 
of  good  and  evil,— Which,  by  no  fophiftry,  or 
(training  of  words,  can  be  applied  properly  to  a 
tree.  Be  tides,  the  grant  of  dominion  over  every  liv¬ 


ing  creature  which  God  gave  to  Adam  and  Eve, 
when  he  had  fin i Ted  the  creation  of  the  world, 
and  of  all  things'  in  it,  is  a  grant  which  plainly 
implies  government,  regulation,  and  merciful 
protection 3  not  of  tormenting,  murdering,  and 
devouring  them.  It  is  recorded  in  Genefis  chap* 
I.  ver.  28.  £CAnd  God  blelled  them  5  and  God 
faid  unto  them,,  be  fruitful,  and  multiply,. and 
replenifh  the  earth,  and  fybdue  it,  and  have 
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"dominion  over  the  fifli  of  the  fea,  and  over  the  | 
‘‘fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  every  living  thing,  that : 
“moveth  upon  the  face  of  the  earth.”' — And  lo 
far  is  this  grant  of  dominion  from  implying  a 
command,  or  even  a  permiflion  to  vex,  whip*  : 
hunt,  hurry,  murder,  and  devour  the  above  dalles  j 
of  creatures,  that,  in  the  very  next  verfe,  in  the  i 
fame  chapter,  God  exprefsly  mentions  and  com-  . 
mands  what  fhall  be  to  Adam  and  Eve,  and  to  f 
Eiis  or  their  Progeny  for  food.  “And  God  laid,  I 
“behold,  l  have  given  you  every  herb  bearing  j 
“feed,  which  is  upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth,  and  * 
“every  tree,  in  which  is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yield-  ! 
“ing  feed  j— to  you  they  fhall  be  for  meat.”  Are 
not  thefe  two  commands,  grants,  oi  oidinances,  \ 
as  plain  and  unequivocal  as  words  can  make  * 
them  ?— You  fhall  have  dominion  over  the  whole 
animal  world,  fays  the  firft  grant,  but  fays  the 
fecond,  the  vegetable  world  (hall  be  your  food. 
It  is  irnpoiTible  that  two  ordinances  could  be  more 
pointed  and  diftinft,  either  in  the  nature  of  the 
things  ordained,  or  in  the  terms  of conveyance ; 
and  it  ought  to  be  oblerved  that  they  are  not 
both  conveyed  in  one,  but  in  two  diftinS  dtcla- 
rations ; — -and  that  each  is  introduced  with  the  !o- 
lemnityof  t ho fe  awful  words “And  God  faid 
Suppofe  that  I  fhould  fay  to  my  fervants,  The 
various  vegetable  prod.u&ions  of  my  gardens  and 
grounds  ih  ill  be  to  you  for  meat ;  and  take  thefe 
beads,  and  fowls,  and  tiih.es,  and  hive  dominion 
over  them.  This  finely  could  not  be  conftruc~ 
ted  into  an  allowance  or  giant  of  killing  them. 


I 
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of  tearing  them,  and  of  burying  their  murdered 
corps  in  their  own  bodies  ? 

If  it  be  laid  that,  God  afterwards  allowed  man¬ 
kind  to  kill  and  to  eat  flefh,  and  fill,  and  fowl,  it 
was  not  till  1'ome  hundreds,  or  perhaps  thouiands 
of  years  after  the  creation,  when  mankind,  by 
their  difobedience,  violence,  and  enormities  of 
every  kind,  had  fatally  corrupted  and  de baled, 
their  fouls  and  bodies  ;  and  whyn  God  found  it 
proper  to  punifh  them,  and  to  abridge,  and  ihort- 
fen  the  period  of  their  cxiftence,  and  conftquently 
pf  their  cruelties  and  bufferings,  from  eight  laun¬ 
dered  or  a  thou  land  to  fourfcore  or  an  hundred 
years  ;  then  laid  God  to  men,  in  his  wrath,  Now 


ou  may  eat  flefh  and  blood,  till  you  vomit* 
it  comes  out  of  your  noftrlls. 

Thrice  happy  !  fupremcly  bit  fed  is  the  man, 
who  thorugh  life,  abftains  Irom  polluting  himlelf 
vith  flefh  and  blood,  and  from  making  a  d, liveli¬ 
er,  or  a  Demon  ot  himlelf,  with  itrong  liquors 
-who  wadies  his  body  and  limbs  every  night  and 
naming  with  puie  cold  water, -who  breathes  con- 
inually,  fummer  and  winter,  day  and  night,  the 
fee  open  cool  air,  and  who,  with  unfeigned  and 
£Hve  benevolence  towards  every  thing  that  hath 
ife,— fears  and  world ips  God  in  fincerity  and  in 
ruth.  Such  a  man  1  — fuch  a  woman  !  com  pa- 
ativelv  totally  independent  of  the  world,  becomes 
•  being  of  a  very  iuperior  order, — -and  altoge- 
her  unobnoxiotis  to  diledes,  to  pains,  to  fears? 
nd  horrors. —Such  a  clean,  pure,  innocent,  terri¬ 
er  ate,  ab  Ife  minus,  and  benevolent  manner  of

peaceful  temple,  in  which  God  !  and  his  good  an¬

Enjoying  per¬ 
fect  and  uninterrupted  bodily  health,— and  clear 
Heady,  intellectual  light !  we  live  in  heaven  vvhik 
yet  on  earth,  and  as  it  were,  in  the  Ali-fotlering,, 
acid  All-  bleiTiag  boforn  of  our  All-gracious,  any 
Almighty  God  !  !  !  . 

Before  1  quit  this  branch,  which  has  fo  natural; 
ly  grown  out  of  my  difeourfe,  I  think  it  proper 
to  take  notice  of  the  nonfenfe  and  jargon  of  the 
Anatomifts,--and  to  explode  the  poor  apology 
they  have  contrived  to  excufe  themfelves  in  eat, 
Ing  fiefh  and  blood.  They  pretend  that  the  hu: 
man  teeth,  ftomach,  and  bowels  are  formed  o 
conftrufted  like  thofe  of  the  animals  that  natural;) 
ly  devour  flefh  $  but  this,  with  me,  weighs  not  a; 
all.  1  do  not  fee  that  the  human  teeth  could  havj 
been  better  formed  than  they  are,  for  biting  a! 
apple,  or  for  chewing  herbs,  roots,  or  a  piece.  o| 
bread.  The  jaws  and  teeth,  of  the  animat 
that  are  really  carnivorous,  are  infinitely  ferong 
tr  than  ours,™  and  their  inteftines  infinite!

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fhorter.  Befides,  they  are  their  own  Butchers* 
but  they  kill,  or  difpatch  their  prey,  in  the  quick- 
eft  and  eaiieft  way,  and  they  devour  it  raw: 
while  man  torments  the' Creatures,  and  finds  their 
Belli  fo  very  unnatural  to  him,  that  he  is  compel¬ 
led  to  alter  and  difguife  all  his  animal  food,  by  the 
culinary  arts  of  boiling,  roafting,  &c.  Befides, 
we  ought  to  counteract,  by  mild  antiputreicent 
vegetable  food,  and  pure  cold  water,  that  difpofi- 
tion  and  tendency  which  our  animal  bodies  have 
to  corruption,  putrifadHon,  and  confeq'uent  difo- 
lution.  Eating,  and  adding  Belli  to  Belli,  is  more¬ 
over  a  kind  of  inceft.  ‘Tis  like  the  marriage  of 
brothers  and  fillers  Blocking  fubverting  the 
laws  of  nature*  and  of  delicacy,  and  infallibly 
producing  all  thofe  pains,  fwellings,  fores,  and 
cutaneous  foulneiTes,  which  torment,  and  defile* 
and  prematurely  diftolve  that  temple,  or  taberna¬ 
cle  of  the  foul,  which  we  fhould  preferve  ferene, 
pure,  and  fpotlefs,  for  the  light,  the  life,  and  the 
love~  of  God  to  dwell  in  ! 

Here  paufe  a  while,  my  Friends  !  and  conn- 
der  how  conduBve  a  life  of  temperance  and  inno- 
cencyis,  not  only  to  health  here,  but  to  happinefs 
hereafter.  Draw  the  contrail.--- Picture  to  your 
minds,  the  wide,  the  amazing  difference  between 
the  man  who  lives  thus,  and  the  glutted  who 
gorges  himfelf  with  animal  food,  and  the  (wilier 
of  inflammatory  fiery- liquors.  Behold  the  fir  ft  ^ 
ever  calm  and  ferene,  his  head  and  fenfes  clear, 
his  flomach  eafy,  his  blood  cool,  his  limbs  agile, 
and  his  nerves  firm  j  ever  ready  to  run  with-ho- 
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riour  and  fteadinefs  the  cotirfe  appointed  him  in 
this  .world ;  and  to  do  his  duty  towards  his  God  !  to 
his  fellow  creatures  and  to  himfelf.  On  the  contrary, 
view  the  glutton,  and  the  drunkard  ;  lee  the  one  a 
moving  hofpital,  peevi'fh  &  fretful,  his  brain  cloud- 
de  with  the  vapours  that  ar  fefroin  indigefeion  $  his 
fenfes  overpowered  with  the  turnes  of  crudities  3— 
his  countenance  livid  and  bloated  j--his  eyes  red,, 
ready  to  ftart  out  of  his  head  his  ftofnach  dwel¬ 
ling)  and  his  bowels  rumbling,  with  the  varieties 
of  putrid  fub'tances,  with  which  he  hath  gorged 
them,  and  their  delicate  pores  and  fibres  incapable 
of  adimilating,  the  fermenting  parts  of  animals  it 
hath  received ;  from  being  dogged  and  over- 
ftretched.  His  veins  are  turgid  with  the  thick, 
foul,  and  over -heated  blood,  his  fine  vdTels  and 
glands  -are  ob  t  m  led,  ids  limbs  contracted  by  the 
pally,  benumbed  .with  lethargy,  or  fwelled  and 
excruciating  with  the  pains  of  the  gout  and  rheu- 
nnatiim.  His  nerves,  having  loft  theit  tone,  they 
become  either  torpid,  or  fo  fenfibiy  alive  to  the 
irritations  of  the  acrimony  caufed  by  the  fharp 
juices  or  animal  food,  and  bv  the  contrariety  of  a 
thou  land  fauces,  that  thev  are  the  feats  of  excruci¬ 


ating  pains,  of  the  acuteft  agonies, —he  is  unfit 
for  adlion,  he  is  funk  in  (loth,  he  is  incapable  of 
lifting  up  his  heart  to  his  God,  or  of  ftr etching 
forth  h  1  s  h a n  d  to  fe r ve  h is  follow- creators - B e- 
hold  now  the  other,  the  fwallower  of  liquid  fire} 
the  fwallower  of  pains  and  of  difeaies,  in  the 


fhape  of fpiriruous  liquors,  of  maddening  wines,

and  other  intoxicating  Beveridges.  See  him  bur 
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ried  to  rage,,  to  luft,  to  murder,  &  prompted  indeed 
to  every  lin$  his  legs*  tottering, -his  eyes  feeing  dou¬ 
ble,  his  tongue  faltering,  his  tongue  dry,  his  mouth 
partched,  -  his  breath  like  the  air  from  a  furnace 
—or  01  the  fouleft  neccffary,  or  peft  hou:fe.--Over- 
preiied  with  liquor,  he  finks  into  unquiet,  unre- 
frefhing  (lumbers,  and  dozes,  toifes,  or  wakes,  in 
all  the  horrors  of  the  damned,  -  -with  head  aches, — - 
with  four  eradiations-— with  trembling  hands,  with 
burnings  or  freezings,  and  inaptitude  to  any  good 
action.  Thus  he  enfures  difeafes,  and  entails 
death,  for  a  momentary  pleafure,  and  at  the  dear 
expence  of  his  health  of  his  fortune,  of  his  reputa¬ 
tion,  of  his  honour,  nay,  too  frequently  of  his  foul, 
j  But,  to  return  from  this  important  digreffion, 
and  from  thefe  melancholy  feenes,— -feenes,  which 
plas  !  every  day  preftnt  themfelves,  1  trufl,  my  dear 
Friends  !  that  l  have  clearly  pointed  out  to  you, 
an  i  fatisfadiorily  convinced  you,  that,  whatever 
feve  feed  on,  iprinys  in' its  original,  from  the  grafs, 
Dr  vegetable  kingdom •;  and  that  every  part  and 
particle  of  our  bodies,  that  has  not  the  thinking 
Power,  or  that  it  is  not  the  original  impenfhable 
^erm,  or  ftamirial  principle,  or,  in  other  words, 
the  primary,  ineorruptabie,  fpiritual  ftamen  of  us, 
peas  once  floating  in  the  air,  running  in  thewa- 
ers,  or  growing  like  the-,grafs  and  green  herb  of 
he  held  ,  and  tha  ,  in  time,  fooner  or  later,  they 
r/ili  moft  aiTuredly  revert  into  the  like  flares  again* 
*or  there  is  a  certain,  a  perpetual,  and  even  to  us, 
h  intelligible,  and  vifible  circulation  of  all  things 
%  or  belonging  to  this  world ;  and  there  is  a 
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flncl,  and  a  more  or  lefs  finking  analogy  through¬ 
out  the  whole  Univerfe  !-— Yes.  In  the  .natural,  in 
the  moral,  and  in  the  intellectual  worlds  !— -there 
is  an  admirable  moil  beautiful  and  connected 
chain  ;  an  ever-varying,  yet-a  neceffary,  an  infinite¬ 
ly  wife,  a  truly  wonderful,  and  mod  harmonious  a- 
nalogy,  relation,  and  connection  in  and  between 
each  and  every  being  and  thing  in  the  Univerie, 
from  GOD  HIMSELF  1  ! !  down  to  the  minut- 
1  eft  and  moil  remote  of  his  works.— So  that,  agree¬ 
able  to  this  coaftant  and  univerfal  circulation,  our 
very  bones,  in  various  ways,  drapes,  and  charac¬ 
ters,  will  be,  by  and  bye,  flying  about  in  the  open 
air  1  and  our  fkfh  and  blood  at  fome  period 
or  another,  (altho*  u.nconfcious  of  our  prefect  ex* 
Iftence)  may  be  preaching  or  hearing  in  a  church  3 
cringing,  wretched,  and  ftniling  at  court  s  bowing 
behind  a  counter,  or  laiiguifhing  in  a  loathfome 
jail  under  the  perfecution  of  tyranny  and  igno¬ 
rance,  and  under  t-hofe  inhuman  ftretches  of  pow¬ 
er  which  are  every  day  exercifed  even  in  Britain 
but  which  are  diametrically  oppofite  to  tru< 
Chriftianity which  totally  fubvert  that  mercy ,  mu 
righteoujnejs  which  exalt  a  nation introducing 
that  fin,  and  extending  thofe  corruptions,  whicl 
are  the  fad  ref  reach ,  and  the Jure  dejlruftion  of  an 
feofle.
